CELEBRATIONS IN PARKS 


South Side School Children Have 
Powderless Exercises in 
Tower Grove. : 


The elaborate display of fireworks, 
which was prepared for tonight’s Fourth 
of July celebration at Art Hill, Forest 
Park, will not be given, it was an- 
nounced this morning by the officials 
of the Nation's Birthday Association, 
in charge of the park program. 

Instead the fireworks will be shown 
on later nights, at some baseball park 
or other inclosed exhibition space, and 
an admission fee of 2% cents will be 


charged. 

The reason for this change in plans 
was the failure to raise the sum re- 
quired to finance the day and night 
features of the celebration, as originally 
planned. The celebration was planned 
on a $10,000 scale, but only about one- 
third of that amount was raised. 

Probate Judge Holtcamp, president 
of the Nation’s Birthday Association, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the night fireworks had been contract- 
ed for and delivered and that they 
would make a fine display, but that, as 
the association had not the funds to 
pay for them, they could not be given 
in the park, free of charge, as had 
been announced. 

Will Have Afternoon Program. 

Accordingly, he said, the plan of a 
fireworks show, with a charge for ad- 
mission, was decided on. Whatever is 
realized, over the amount of the ar- 
sociation’s obligations, will be given to 
the fund for the care of the families 
of absent soldiers he said. The time 
and place of the fireworks show, which 
will probably extend over two or three 
nights, will be announced later. 

It was decided to hold the afternoon 
program of daylight fireworks in the 
park, as previously announced.

With Police Many Years—Had 
Been Head of Detective 
Agency Several Years. 


William Desmond, for many years 
Chief of Detectives, died at Alexian 


Brothers’ Hospita! at 11:55 a. m. today 
He had deen 
the institution since Oct. 
19, 1915, undergoing treatment for 
nervous ailment. The bronchial pneu- 
monia, which was the immediate cause 
of his death, developed a few days ago. 
At the time that his illness compelled 
him to go to the hospital, last fall. Des- 
mond was head of a detective agency 
in which John Keely, former Agsistant 
Chief of Detectives, was associated with 
him. 

Desmond entered the St. Louis Police 
Department in 1876, as a probationary 
patrolman. Night Chief of Police Gn- 
laspy was appointed at the same time 
Desmond was. 

31 Years in Service. 

At the time of his resignation as 
Lieutenant of Police, following deposi- 
tion from the head of the detective de- 
partment, Desmond had served 31 years 
as patrolman, detective and chief of 
Cetectives. His demotion. was ordered 
by President Stewart of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, January 26, 1907. 
It was explained that his removal was 
“for the good of the service.“ 

Several times after leaving the Police 
Department friends of Chief Desmond 
attempted to have him reappointed to 
his old post as head of the Detective 
Bureau. At one time a petition in his 
behalf was circulated by leading busi- 
ness men. This was to have been pre- 
sented to Gov. Hadley, but nothing 
came of it. 

Was 63 Years Old. 

Desmond was educated at St. Law- 
rence O’Toole’s Parochial School, ana 
for a time before his appointment as a 
patrolman was a gas fitter. He was 63 
years old. He is survived by a young 
son. His wife is dead.

British Attacks Are Declared to 
Have Been Without Note- 
worthy Success. 


By Agsociated Press. 
BERLIN, via London, July 4—On the 


basis of information received by the As- 
sociated Press here the first results of 
the long-heralded entente offensive may 
be summarized as follows: 

No noteworthy successes have been 
scored on the British front. The only 
considerable results have been attained 
by the French, whose offensive, as 
usual, was marked by great bravery 
and dash. Retirement to the second 
German lines occurred where the French 
were the opponents. 

In coincidence with the Anglo-French 
offensive, the Russians have developed 
activity along the whole northern front. 
Their activity against the northern Ger- 
man armies for the time being appears 
merely demonstrative; but vigorous 
fighting is in progress against the front 
of Gen. Keyrich's southern army, where 
at least eight divisions are engaged. 
The battle here is still stationary, with 
no decisive results in either direction. 

Little News in Dispatches. 

The Berlin papers publish long dis- 
patches regarding the Anglo-French of- 
fensive from correspondents at field 
headquarters, but these contain no par- 
ticular information. being for the most 
part mere commentary on the official 
report. The correspondents point out 
that the offensive, as in the autumn, 
was launched from the junction point 
of the Anglo-French armies, which has 
moved southward since autumn and now 
is between Gommecourt and the old 
Roman road from Amiens to St. Quen- 
tin. The correspondent of the Post tel- 
egraphs: 

The German line south of the Som- 
me had to retire somewhat after the 
front trenches were so damaged under 
a week's bombardment that they were 
untenable. 

‘Included in the enemy's gains are 
the destroyed villages of Fricourt, Ma- 
metz. Boisselle, Herbecourt and Asse- 
Villers The enemy's attack at all other 
points was halted before it reached the 
German intermediate positions. Hot 
fighting is in progress along the entire 
front.” 

The German authorities flatly deny 
French claims of the recapture of 
Thiaumont redoubdt, which they declare 
is firmly in the possession of the Ger- 
mans.

The new ‘carrier pack,” that has 
Superseded the old style haversack in 
the equipment of the First Regiment, 
is an ingenious arrangement whereby 
a heavier pack can be carried by each 
man with the advantage of even weight 
distribution. 

Distributes Weight. 

Laid flat it is an olive drab piece of 
canvas, about 2x8 feet with projecting 
“bibs’’ on both ends that fasten by 
means of a strap and buckle arrange- 
ment. A poncho,“ or rubber blanket, 
u wool blanket, a sleeping bag, one-half 
a shelter tent, five tent pins, mess. out- 
fit and first aid medicine kit may be 
carried in the pack. Rolled up and 
adjusted by means of shoulder straps 
to the soldiers’ back, the whole weighs 
from 29 to 35 pounds. The first aid kit 
consists of a quantity of antiseptic 
gauze in an airtight, light package. 
The gauze prevents infection when ap- 
plied to wounds. 

Militiamen say the pack possesses an 
advantage over the haversack because 
the weight is evenly distributed. In 
the haversack all the weight was borne 
by one shoulder. 

New canteens, issued just before de- 
parture from the Nevada encampment, 
fit into large metal drinking cups. This 
type of canteen is a recent innovation 
in militia equipment. The new canteen 
has more than a quart capacity, the 
drinking cup half as much, and both fit 
into a felt lined cover that keeps liquid 
hot or cold for long periods.

MOUNTED POLICE 
TO GUARD GARBAGE 
WAGONS, ASKED FOR 


Negro Drivers Agree to Start 
Their Rounds Tomorrow if 
Protected. 


Acting Mayor Hall today asked Chief 
Young to assign one or two mounted 
policemen to escort each garbage wagon 
that is sent out from the city stables 
t.morrow morning in charge of negro 
Crivers. One hundred negro drivers, who 
quit work last Friday, when white 
teamsters struck for increased wages, 
have agreed to return to their jobs if 
F. policeman makes the rounds with each 
of them 

About a dozen negroes, headed by Al- 
bert Cummings, who has been repre- 
senting them in the conferences with 
city officials, visited Acting Mayor 
Halls home yesterday and pledged 
themselves to take out their wagons and 
begin collecting garbage if sufficient 
protection was .given. 

The negro drivers told Hall that they 
were willing to accept his promise to 
vote in the Board of Aldermen and as 
a member of the Board of Estimate for 
an increase in the wages of city team- 
sters. The negroes said they would ve 
satisfied with $60 a month, an advance 
of $10 over their present pay. White 
drivers, who have joined the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, de- 
mand $65 a month, the rate fixed by 
their union, and say they will not go 
back to their work until that amount is 
assured them. 

Mayor Kiel, who has been in the East 
for 10 days, has been kept informed of 
the controversy and has cut short his 
vacation to be in St. Louis for a con- 
ference tomorrow between city officials 
and representatives of the strikers. In 
this conference will be Mayor Kiel, 
President Hall of the Board of Alder- 
men, Comptroller Player, Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff, Director of Streets 
and Sewers Talbert and Street Commis- 
sioner Slater. D. J. Murphy, interna- 
tional representative of the teamsters’ 
bretherhood, and Thomas Coyne, presi- 
dent of their local council, will be 
spokesmen for the strikers. 


No effort was made today to put the 
city teams and wagons to work. C. L. 
Laxton, Superintendent of Garbage Re- 
moval, left his office near the city 
stables about 9 a. m. and announced that 
he would be absent all day. Several 
strikers were acting as pickets in the 
vicinity of the stables and half a dozen 
policemen were on guard. 

Murphy tola a rost-Dispatch reporter 
that if the conference with Mayor Kiel 
end other city officials resulted in a 
definite promise to meet the strikers’ 
demands they would all report for duty 
at noon tomorrow. Without such a 
guarantee, he said, the strike would 
continue. 

Excise Commissioner Rumsey informed 
the striking teamsters that subscriptions 
totaling $1000 had been pledged by St. 
Louls business men to pay striking 
teamsters an advance of $15 a month in 
their wages until the Board of Aldermen 
and Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
men can authorize by ordinance the in- 
crease demanded by the men. He asked 
them to go back to work, promising that 
pending the settlement of the dispute in 
their favor their wages would be $65 a 
month. 

Murphy said that the men considered 
Rumsey’s proposition Monday afternoon 
and would discuss it again. As the 
drivers had bound themselves to remain 
on strike, Murphy said, they are not 
likely to accept Rumsey’s offer. 

No garbage has been collected by the 
city since last Thursday. City officials 
estimate that the average daily collec- 
tions at this season amount to 300 tons. 
Figured on that basis, the amount of 
garbage accumulating since the begin- 
ning of the strike last Friday would be 
1500 tons. It is believed many families 
have heeded the Health Department's 
advice and burned their garbage, but

DEVELOPS RAPIDLY 


Officers at Camp Clark Com- 
mend Work Done There 
Since Mobilization. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

NEVADA, Mo., July 4.—The handicap 
under which the Missouri units of the 
national guard now in the Federal army 
would. be laboring if they should de 
called upon for active service in Mex- 
ico shortly after they arrive at the 
berder, is realized when one compares 
their training along the lines that make 
for efficiency in combat with the long 
and afduous period of instruction re- 
quired of the regular army recruit be- 
fcre he is considered a fit fighting man. 
No one who witnessed the mobilization 
of one or more of the Missouri organ- 
izations or who has visited Camp Clark 
and watched the earnestness with which 
the men drill, doubts their willingness 
or their capacity of development into 
soldiers. 

The question is, what account would 
these men be able to give of themselves 
if they should shortly be forced to op- 
pose the arms of a trained foe? Writers 
who have visited Mexico in recent years 
have made Americans think that the 
Mexicans are not a highly trained and 
dangerous for, because they are said 
to be poorly equipped and of physical 
inferiority. It is a known fact, how- 
ever, that Mexico’s fighting force is 
made up largely of men who have 
spent much of their lives in a form: of 
warfare. 

Whether the Mexicans should be con- 
sidered a highly-trained foe, it is a 
principle of military tactics as devel- 
oped in the United States army that 
only bodies of men of proved efficiency 
should be thrown into combat. Officers 
at Camp Clark have utilized every mo- 
ment of drill time in an effort to per- 
fect their units, but they do not claim 
to have finished the job. They look 
forward to more time and more favora- 
ble conditions in the regular army 
camps of the border to rub off the 
rough spots of their commands and 
prepare them to make a good showing 
in the event of hostilities. 


Need Nine Months’ Training. 
It is a general rule in the regular 


army that a recruit must have nine 
months of training before he is fit to 
go into battle. It is safe to say that 
the training of value had by the av- 
erage national guardsman here would 
aggregate less than as many weeks. 
Intensified training during the last two 
weeks has worked wonders, but it is un- 
deniable that from a military viewpoint 
the previous training of most of the 
units was of little practicable value. 
Add to this the fact that nearly all 
companies have their complement of 
„rookies,“ some units being almost en- 
tirely of new men, and the unreadiness 
of the Missourians for the firing line 
is understood. 

The soldier’s job is one requiring both 
mental and physical development of su- 
perior degree. Of the qualifications for 
combat of infantrymen, the basic body 
in any army, the Infantry Drill Regu- 
lations of the United States Army says: 

Modern combat demands the highest 
order of training, discipline, leadership 
and morale on the part of the infantry. 
Complicated maneuvers are impractical; 
efficient leadership and a determination 
to win by simple and direct methods 
must be depended upon for success. 

‘The duties of infantry are many and 
difficult. All infantry must be fit to 
cope with all conditions that may arise. 
Modern warfare requires but one kind 
of infantry—good infantry. . 

In the local combats which make up 
the general battle the better endurance, 
use of ground, fire efficiency, discipline 
and training will win. It is the duty of 
the infantry to win the local successes 
which enable the commanding General 
to win the battle. 

“The infantry must have the tenacity 
to hold every advantage gained, the in- 
dividual and collective discipline and 
skill needed to master the enemy’s fire, 
the determination to close with the en- 
emy in attack, and to meet him with 
the bayonet in defense. Infantry must 
be trained to bear the heaviest burdens 
and losses, both of combat and march. 
Good infantry can defeat an enemy 
greatly superior in numbers, but lack- 
ing in training, discipline, leadership 
and morale.” 

This tells why it takes time to make 
a soldier; why it is that men brave and 
strong but untrained are helpless to de- 
fend their country against an enemy 
who has courage, strength and skill in 
fighting. It is an accepted fact, in war 
as well as in athletic contests, that the 
best trained contestant not only has 
the better chance of victory, but also is 
less likely to suffer injury. 

Federal Army Pian, 

The Federal army training plan, as 
outlined by officers here, is based on 
the condition of the average recruit, 
which is almost total ignorance of mill- 
tary terms, formations and tactics. The 
beginning militiaman is usually in the 
same condition. 

The army recruit, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, must first take three 
months’ instruction at an army post. He

NEW YORK SHOWS 
0 ALL CHILDREN 


Street Carnivals for Fourth Also 
Canceled on Account of In- 
fantile Paralysis. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW TOR, July 4.—There will be no 


more movies for children in this city 
until the infantile paralysis epidemic 
has been conquered. 

At the request of -.valth Commis- 
sioner Emerson, License Commissioner 
Bell wrote yesterday to the proprietors 
of all moving picture houses in the city 
warning them that boys and girls under 
lJ years are not to be admitted from 
July 5 until such time as the Health 
Department sees fit to lift the ban. The 
movie men were informed that a failure 
to comply with the order would be fol- 
lowed by a prompt revocation of the 
license. 

The Health Commissioner also can- 
cc-ed a series of educational moving 
picture shows the department had 
planned to give in the parks. 

It is likely other steps will be taken 
to keep children from getting together 
unless there is a prompt checa.ng of the 
disease. The commissioner had pre- 
viously advised against their going to 
parties and picnica. 

Fourth Carnivals Canceled. 

A second order bringing disappoint- 
ment to youngsters was one issued by 
the Police Commissioner, at the request 
of the Health Department, calling off 
zd of the street Fourth of July carnivals 
in Brooklyn. 

Dr. Emerson considers the situation so 
serious that he has discussed with his 
Advisory Council the proposition to 
confine all children to their homes for 
two weeks. Another measure that has 
been discussed is the establishment of a 
two months’ quarantine on every mem- 
ber of a family in which a case has been 
reported. 

The first-mentioned measure was not 
put into effect because it was feared the 
danger incident to a long confinement 
in a crowded tenement was greater than 
the children would run on the street 
or in a playground. The question of 
closing the public playgrounds has been 
discussed, but the board felt that the 
advantages of these breathing places 
would more than offset the dangers. 

Death Rate High. 
Though 76 cases were reported on Sun- 
day, many of these were not verified as 
infantile paralysis. For the 48 hours 
ending yesterday morning 67 verified 
cases were reported, an average of 83% 
a day. This was against 57 verified 
cases in the 24 hours ending Saturday 
morning. 

Death Rate High. 
No health official found much encour- 
agement in this report, and that which 
was derived from it was largely offset 
by a report from the Brooklyn health 
headquarters of 70 new cases yesterday. 
Of the 67 other cases, 37 were in Brook- 
lyn, 12 each in Manhattan and Rich- 
mond five in the Bronx and one in 
Queens. 
Deaths continued to be out of all pro- 
portion to the rate in past epidemics. 
The number reported for 48 hours end- 
ing yesterday noon was 23—17 in Brook- 
lyn, four in Richmond, one in Queens 
and one in Manhattan. One of those 
who died was Mr. Edward Bilis, wife 
of a ship builder of Tottenvilie, . I. She 
was about d years olf and had been iil 
for two days. The cause of death was 
certified to by Dr. ‘Valter Washington 
of Tottenville.

the Nation’s Birthday 


Independence Was Actually Agreed Upon July 


1, 1776—Last Signature Put on 
Document Jan. 17, 1777. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—In view of 
the fact that the 48 states of the Union, 
together with Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
Alaska, will celebrate the Fourth of 
July as Independence day, it is inter- 
esting’ to note how this nation-wide hol- 
day came to be celebrated, and what 
it should signify to all Americans. 

July the fourth is now a holiday com- 
memorating the birthday of the nation, 
for on that date in 1776 the Continental 
Congress of the 13 colonies of America 
adopted the Declaration of Indepen- 


} dence which proclaimed them free and 


independent states, absolved from all 
allegiance to the British Crown. The 
original of this “birth certificate,” writ- 
ten by hand on parchment, and now, 
much worn and faded, is preserved 
carefully in an air-tight and light-proof 
case in the Hbrary of the Department 
of State. Only facsimiles are exhibited 
today, the original being far too pre- 
clous a document to risk in the light 


and air. 


A facsimile of the Declaration is on 
exhfbition in the division of history in 
the older building of the National Mu- 
seum at Washington, where there are 
also preserved personal relics and me- 
mentos of several of the members of 
the second Continental Congress who 
signed this great resolution.

This com- 
mittee, known as the Jefferson Com- 
mittee, submitted a draft of the declara- 
tion on June 28, which was laid on the 
table for later consideration. On July 1, 
Congress, sitting as a committee of the 
whole to consider the resolution respect- 
ing independence, agreed thereto, and 
reported it to Congress. 

On July 2 the resolution itself was 
adopted by Congress, and the declara- 
tion was considered by the Committee of 
the Whole, being again taken up the 
next day, July 3. 

On July 4 the Declaration, which in- 
cluded the first paragraph of the reso- 
lution, was agreed to by the Committee 
of the Whole, reported to Congress, and 
adopted. The independence of the United 
Colonies was thus declared, and there- 
upon Congress immediately ordered that 
the Declaration be authenticated and 
printed under th supervision of the 
committee previously appointed to pre- 
pare it, and that copies thereof be dis- 
tributed to all State Assemblies and to 
the commanding officers of the army.

BODY FOUND IN CANAL 
HAS TWO GASHES ON HEAD 


Fast St. Louisan ei Freed 
After Coroner's Jury Returns 
Verdict of Death by Drowning. 
The body of J. F. White, 28 years 
old, of 4652 South Grand avenue, St. 
Louis, was found in a canal south éf 
East St. Louis yesterday afternoon, with 
two large gashes on the head. Louis 
Gatter, 30, of 419 Bates street, St. Louis, 
White’s companion, was held for the in- 
quest, but was released when a Cor- 
oner’s jury returned a verdict of ac- 

cidental death by drowning. 

The inquest was conducted imncai- 
ately after finding the body, by Depury 
Coroner Marxer of Dupo. Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Campbell of East Si. Louis 
learned of the case after Gatter had been 
released. He went to the canal, where 
he learned that one sleeve was miss- 
ing from White’s shirt and that a 
shirtsleeve was found on the bank. 

The water where the body was found 
was less than four feet deep. Gatter 
testified at the inquest that he and 
White were sitting on a trestle over 
the canal, fishing, when White fel! in. 
He said he jumped in to rescue him, 
but that White struggled so violently 
he had to release him. 

Two men who recovered White's boty 
found Gatter lying on the bank, uncon- 
scious. One of them, who is less than 
five feet tall, waded out into the canal 
and stepped on White's body.

spirit of prosperity in certain circles 
in Japan. Many of the people I meet 
in America do not seem to realize 
that Japan is a country of diverse 
elements, Uke any other. We have 
our wild speculative spirits, our get- 
rich-quick operators, our jingoes, and 
our shrewd business men. The only 
radical difference ig that our business 
men do not, as yet, control the coun- 
try, or even faintly reflect its racial 
spirit. You must remember that for 
centuries the business man in Japan 
was of the lowest stratum of society, 
far below the soldier, who was very 
close to the people. 

“When Americans hear that a fish- 
ing company has leased grounds in Mag- 
dalena Bay, they are quick to conclude 
that the Japanese Government is behind 
the venture. If they only knew us bet- 
ter they would understand that with us 
there is very little relationship between 
business and statesmanship and that 
our statesmen are constantly fearful 
that the Japanese business man will get 
them into trouble. 

“Another thing in which you misun- 
derstand us. I constantly hear that 
Japanese are ‘astute.’ If you will say 
‘sensitive,’ I will agree with you, but 
not ‘astute’ as you mean in your phrase. 
In fact, we are too sensitive for our 
own good, too responsive to fluctuating 
conditions, too mercurial, too quick. It 
is our national psychology. When you 
see us doing something that seems dif- 
ficult to understand, you immediately 
conclude it has a hidden purpose, when 
perhaps it is only what the Irish call 
a temperamental spree.“ 

“Whatever you call it.“ I observed, it 
may be a serious matter if you sail over 
some dark night and land an army in 
California. That would be a ‘tempera- 
mental spree’ that we hope would not 
be ‘astute.’ ”’ 


No Chance of Invasion. 
“The perennial bugbear,”’ he replied. 


“Your newspapers are constantly de- 
scribing it; you lecture about it; your 
War College solemnly talks about it; 
you write books about it. And perhaps 
it does you no harm. It may do you 
good, if it induces you to get a big 
navy, which everyone needs nowadays. 
But there is no chance that we will ever 
do that—not the slightest.” 

“Why?”

I only 
speak of it to emphasize that we are 
not an ungrateful people. England 
had been our ally when we needed 
one and now we are her’s when she 
needs one. And here let me point 
out that Japan is a most essential 
factorinthe present case of the allies. 
Suppose we withdrew our support, a 
contingency that is not likely to hap- 
pen. But suppose it did. India would 
instantly be exposed. England would 
be obliged to hasten there many 
thousands of the troops she has with- 
drawn.” 

Isn't Japan 
the war?” 
“The same as America, though not 
so much so. I read a statement in 
one of your papers yesterday that a 
thousand new millionaires had ap- 
peared since the war. At the same 
time I hold in my hand a Tokio 
paper, the Mancho, giving a list of 
the millionaires made so since the be- 
ginning of the present war.

NEW YORK, July i.—Mr. Takuma 
Kuroda has been lecturing on “The 
Spirit of Japan,” after a service in 
San Francisco in the charge of the 
art department of the Imperial Jap- 
anese exhibits at the Panama Pacific 
Exposition. I last knew of him in 
his own country, 12 years ago, when 
he was placed in charge of the foreign 
war correspondents by Sambo Hombo,

Mr. Kuroda has always been a fig- 
ure of peculiar potency in Japanes 
affairs. For many years he was an 
ex-officio diplomatic agent in Korea, 
and after the Chinese was was the 
means of comunication between the 
Japanes Emperor and the Korean 
dynasty. He comes of one of the 
oldest of Japanese families and is the 
chief disciple of the celebrated Vis- 
count Gen. Torio, one of the mighties 
men of the old Japanese that pre- 
ceded the Russian .war. 


Belongs to Statesmen-Seers. 


Having had the most intimate re- 
lations with the chiefs of the Empire, 
the late Prince Ito, the late Prince 
Sanjo, Gen. Terauchi, the Governor of 
Korea, Prince Yamogata, and the 
late Generals Kodama and Nogi, his 
vision of Japanese aims and policies 
is not that of the politician of the 
moment, but rather that of the little 
group of statesman-seers who 
brought the Island Empire out of her 
old feudal conditions safely into the: 
Empire of present world affairs. At 
this moment hie only title is that of 
director of the Council of Connoiseurs 
of Objects or Art in Japan, and at 
present he is exhibiting in New York 
his own collection of Oriental antique 
objects of art.

| THE JULY or THE CRISIS. 

Plans for an unusually elaborate and fervent 
observance of Independence day are general 
throughout the country. 

The great anniversary comes this yea 
very midst of a crisis which affects vital national 
interests and the outcome of which cannot as 
yet be discerned. 

The effect of many events since the last ob- 
servance of the holiday—which fell only 58 days 
after the sinking of the Lusitania—has been to 
arouse that latent patriotic sentiment of the 
country which never fails to respond in time of 
jeopardy, the impressiveness of the response be- 
ing proportioned to the acuteness of the emer 
gency and the magnitude of the national con- 
cerns endangered. 

Happenings abroad have caused us all to take 
thought on the soundness and durability of our 
own national edifice. The preparedness cam- 
paign has been a great campaign of education on 
patriotism and the duty of the individual touch- 
ing the common safety. 

We have a new appreciation of the national 
life that began on this date and of the sacrifices 
of the fathers. The day means more to us than 
it has meant for many years past. 

For the first time since 1898 the holiday finds 
the fleets and land forces of the republic await- 
ing an imminent cal] to duty. The summoning 
of even the citizen soldiery attests the gravity of 
the crisis. 

Those making ready for serious business on 
the southern frontier will be much in our minds 
today. We offer patriotic words. They are pre- 
paring to offer patriotic deeds. 

We may be sure that, if war comes, these gal- 
lant young men will sustain the traditions of 
courage and sacrifice which this day commem- 
orates. 

And if war is, after all, happily averted this 
muster of the republic’s forces—soldiers of the 
common good in a very real sense—will yet have 
served beneficent purposes. They have shown 
that the old spirit still survives. They will re- 
sume the pursuits of peace better men and better 
Americans. : 

The quickening of loyalty and patriotism re- 
sulting from the crisis will make us all better 
men and better Americans.
